He heard Mrs. Barnett cry, “I’m 
shot,” and saw Barnett pull a 
revolver from the glove compart- 
ment, 


With other persons who arrived 
at that point, Symington, grappled 
with Barnett, wresting the weapon 
from him, He then assisted Mrs. 

City Marshal J. C, Hen- 
son took Barnett to jail, then re- 
turned to the accident -scene, 
where Mrs. Barnett was being at- 
tended by a physician. 


A short time later Barnett’s 
il-year-old brother, George, went 
to the jail and discovered Bar- 
nett’s body.

Thinks Government 
Spending Can Be 
Trimmed 25 Billions in 
Two Years if He Wins. 


“WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio, 
said today “I am willing to pledge 
a straight 15 per cent cut in 
taxes” if he becomes President. 

Taft, a top contender for the 
Republican nomination, said he 
considered taxes at present levels 
to be inflationary. 

Taft told a breakfast. conference 
of business paper editors that he 
believes he could bring govern- 
ment spending down to around 70 
billion’ dollars in the first year. 
It is now running about 85 bil- 
lions. 

In the second year, he said, the 
budget “ought to be cut to 60 
billion”—40 billions for the armed 
forces and aid to Europe and 20 
billions for domestic purposes. 
“I think that can be done,” 
Taft said. “If so, we can have a 
15 per cent cut in taxes.” 

In his speech to the business 
editors Taft hit again at “land 
generals” he said are dominating 
Pentagon thinking, and repeated 
his demand for a supreme air 
power to stop Russian aggression. 

As for keeping American troops 
on the continents of Europe and 
Asia, he told the editors: “I don’t 
think we should do it as any per- 
manent policy.”

Two Seizure Bills. 


Two bills along this line were 
approved by a Senate Labor sub- 
committee yesterday. They were 
offered by Senators Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, and Morse 
(Rep.), Oregon. 

Humphrey's proposal would ap- 
ply. only to the steel situation. 
It would permit the Government 
to change pay and working con- 
ditions during seizure but would 
not allow adoption of the union 
shop, a major issue in the strike. 
Under the union shop, all workers 
must join the union. 

Morse’s measure would permit 
Government seizure in an emer- 
gency, but Congress could veto 
the seizure within 10 days after 
the President ordered it and 
Government operation would end 
after 60 days unless Congress 
acted to extend it. This bill has 
the same provisions as Hum- 
phrey’s on wages and the union 
shop. 

The Senate voted down several 
proposals to give Truman seizure 
power. The President evidently 
is awaiting final word from Con- 
gress before making any new 
move. 


STEEL PRODUCTION 
12 PCT. OF NORMAL 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. June 18

If Congress does decide to leg- 
islate in this field, Taft said, it 
might have to consider a bar or 
limitation on nation-wide bargain- 
ing. He said it’s difficult to draw 
up a law dealing with that. 

And, he said, he is not himself 
suggesting any such law. 

At the moment, Taft said, he 
believes President Truman should 
invoke the Taft-Hartley law in 
the steel strike. 

Fiscal Situation Is Basic. 

The basic question the country 


Taft said, is the fiscal situation. 
‘“‘We have a tremendous budget 
that imposes tremendous bur- 
dens,” he said. “I think it is in- 
consistent with the continued ex- 
istence of a free economy if it 
goes on.” 
There is-no psychology of war, 
no psychology of sacrifice in evi- 
dence now, he said, yet the cpun- 
try is asked to spend 85 billion 
dollars in the year vpeginning 
July 1.

RUSSIAN DIPLOMATS 
FEIGN FRIENDSHIP 


LONDON, June 18 (AP)—Yugo- 
slavia said today Russians are 
feigning friendship with Yugo- 
slav diplomats in western capitals 
in an attenrpt to stir up suspicion 
of the Tito government. 

Belgrade radio said the move is 
the work of the Soviet secret serv- 
ice, which hopes to create an im- 

ression that the break between 
ito and Stalin “is a mere bluff.” 

The broadcast ‘said the idea is 
to persuade anti-Communist na- 


tions “that Yugoslavia is to play 
the role of Soviet fifth column in 
the western world.”

The broadcast cited the behav-

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‘GERM WAR CHARGE 
BY RUSSIA LIKELY 
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BEFORE UN. TODAY 


Malik Also Expected to 
Accuse U.S, of Barring 
14 Nations From Mem. 
bership. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., June 
18 (AP)—Russia’s Jacob A. Malik 
Was expected today to accuse the 
United States of using germ war- 
fare in Korea and of keeping 14 
nations out of the United Nations. 

Western delegates agreed these 
were the main points Malik would 
try to put across in discussing 
the two items he has set for U.N. 
Security Council consideration 
this afternoon. 

As worded by Malik, the pro- 
posed Soviet resolutions appeared 
harmless enough. The first would 
“appeal to states to accede to and 
ratify the Geneva protocol of 1925 
for the prohibition of the use of 
bacteriological weapons.” The sec- 
ond calls for “adoption of a rec- 
ommendation to the General As- 
sembly concerning the simulta- 
neous admission to membership in 
the United Nations of all 14 states 
which have applied for such ad- 
mission.” 

Quick Reply from U.S. 


These innocent sounding 
phrases brought an immediate re- 
tort from United States Delegate 
Ernest A. Gross that the Soviet 
delegate was trying to exploit 
whatever propaganda remains in 
the “false charges” on germ war- 
fare. He said the United States 
welcomed the opportunity to 
show up the charges. 

Malik’s moves obviously were 


aimed at the United States, the 
only one of the major ‘western 
powers which has not ratified the 
Geneva protocol and the leader 
of the fight against the Soviet 
proposal at the last Assembly to 
admit all 14 applicant nations. 

The germ warfare charges al- 
ready have been aired thoroughly 
in the U.N. Disarmament Com- 
mission. There Malik asserted the 
United States had refused to rat- 
ify the Geneva protocol because 
it had planned to use this type of 
warfare in Korea. 

Benjamin V. Cohen, speaking 
for the United 
that President Truman had with- 
drawn the pratocol from the Sen- 
ate in 1947 after it had become 
evident “that the paper pledge 
approach had become obsolete.” 

“There had been too many in- 
cidents of treaty violations which 
have been concealed under the 
covering technique of the big lie,” 
Cohen said. 


Majority for Soviet Proposal. 


On the membership issue, the 
United States at the Paris Assem- 
bly insisted that each country 
must be considered separately on 
its own merits. However, the So- 
viet proposal for a “one-package” 
admission of all applicants won a 
majority vote but failed to get 
the necessary two-thirds margin. 
Even Britain and France ab- 
stained instead of backing the 
United States position. 

It was believed here that the 
Russians had decided to try to 
press the question now in the 
hope of lining up still more sup- 
port by the time the Assembly 
convenes again in October.

membership are Albania, Outer 
Mongolia, .Bulgaria, Romania, 
Hungary, Finland, Italy, Portugal, 
Ireland, Jordan, Austria, Ceylon, 
Nepal and Libya.

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP) 
—A bill to safeguard radio and 
television stations from libel suits 
based on broadcasts of political 
candidates went to a Senate- 
'House conference today. 

The legislation also would pre- 
vent the stations from charging 
candidates hiked-up rates. 

The House, in passing the 
measure by voice vote late yester- 
day, also required that if a station 
sells time to one candidate it 
must make equal time available 
to his opponents. A station may, | 


however, refuse time to all can- | 
didates. | 

One provision, offered by Rep- 
resentative Horan (Rep.), Wash- 
ington, specifies that stations may 
not censor the contents of po- 
litical speeches. 

The House refused by voice | 
vote to knock out a _ provision | 
which would prohibit discrimina- | 
tion against newspaper publishers | 
seeking radio licenses. 

Some lawmakers said _ this | 
might give newspapers preferred 
status. Others said it would only | 
put publishers on an equal foot- 
ing with other applicants. |

BERLIN, June 18 (UP)—The 
Communist East German state’ 
has accused more than 100 of its 
local officials of sabotaging the 
program to forcibly evacuate 


East-West border residents, in- 
formed sources said today. 

West Berlin Socialists said the 
East German Government had or- 
dered officeholders investigated 
in 15 border sectors where farm- 
ers and villagers battled police 
with axes and scythes to resist 
eviction. 

It was believed the officials 
faced ouster from their jobs and | 
perhaps arrest. 

Many Accused of Aiding U.S. | 

The “Fighting Group Against | 
Inhumanity,” a West Berlin anti- 
Communist organization, reported 
that many persons were arrested | 
by the Communists in a Harz | 
mountain area which was evacu- 
ated under the plan to set up a 
three-mile-wide no man’s land 
along the border. It said they 
were charged with being agents 
of the American-operated radio 
station in West Berlin. 

The organization said the evacu- 
'ation was supervised by Russian 
army officers . 

East German Premier Otto 
Grotewohl told protesting bishops 
that the evacuation was being 
conducted with consideration of 
the rights of border residents.

last month for the People’s Police, 
around which they contemplate 
building a national army. 

Talk of Moving Capital. 

Informed political sources said 
the eastern government may move 
its capital from East Berlin to 
Leipzig as part of the plan to 
make the eastern zone a full- 
fledged “‘people’s democracy.” 

Allied and West German ob- 
servers said they believed the 
Leipzig shift might be made by 
the Reds to force the Allies out of 
Berlin. Also, they have not suc- 
ceeded in effectively sealing off 
the East-West border within Ber- 
lin. 

West German sources said the 
Reds had imposed martial law 
along a 50-mile stretch of the 
Baltic coast to conceal Soviet 
guided missile tests. 

The West Berlin news agency, 
Information Bureau West, said 13 
Germans were killed and 34 in- 
jured seriously in a recent rocket 
explosion at the Soviet rocket 
testing station at Peenemunde.

Adenauer Denounces Border Evic- 
tions as ‘Brutal Terror.’ 

BONN, June 18 (AP) — West 
German Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer denounced today as “brutal 
terror” the Communist evictions 
of Soviet zone border residents. 

He spoke in parliament for 
emergency aid to refugees flee- 
ing into West Germany. 

The Budestag (lower house) 
voted a motion condemning So- 
viet actions as “terror measures 
which disregard all human val- 
ues,” and declared sympathy for 
the people of the east zone and 
promised all aid possible. Only 
the Communists voted against the 
motion. 

Adenauer said that already 
7500 refugees have arrived in 
West Germany in flight from the 
three-mile deep “dead zone.” 

Thousands of others who are 
unable to get away were de- 
ported into the interior, many of 
them manacled, and frequently 
Red police fired on persons resist- 
ing eviction or trying to flee, the 
Chancellor said.

He is still of the opinion that 
the most important task of al) is 
to restore peace and stability to 
the world, and, with all modesty, 
is of the opinion that his experi- 


ence as supreme commander in| 


Europe qualifies him for working 
toward that task domestically. 
The general's opinions were 
learned at a background press 
conference with a small group of 
press and radio reporters who 
had asked him in on a social 
basis. . 
Later on he met on a back- 


ground basis with the reporters | 


who were at the luncheon, They 
learned that: 

The general disagrees with for- 
mer President Hoover and others 


who think America could become | 


a “Gibraltar.” He thinks Gibral- 
tar would have been pretty easy 
to take with not too large forces. 

He thinks we must maintain 
connections with the parts of the 


world which can supply us with) 


essential raw materials. 

If a depression came and he 
was in office, he would be for 
going ahead with public works 
to take the edge off a depression 
but would be strongly against use- 
less Work. He thinks there is too 
much work needed to be done in 
the world to waste labor capacity. 

“ His Opinion of Taft. 

Eisenhower thinks the election 
of Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
would be an international catas- 
trophe. He looks on Taft as an 
isolationist of the Hoover type. 

Eisenhower feels that while the 
Rock of Gibraltar was once an 
impregnable fortress, it could now 
be taken with six modern guns. 

What do he and his advisers 
think about the show of power 
by the men who want Taft as the 
Republican nominee? 

The general is not disturbed. 
He and his backers think it was 
just as well to let the opponents 
bring out their heaviest artillery 
at the beginning to let them cap- 
ture the positions of keynoter and 
temporary chairman—and then to 
try to hit them with a counter- 
barrage. 

He thinks the counter-barrage 
will win. 

Eisenhower talked freely with 
the understanding that his re- 


marks could be used—but that he 


could not be quoted directly. 
To Speak Out Honestly. 

There are many thoughts go- 
ing through the mind of the man 
who gave up five stars to step 
into the hurly-burly political 
world which admittedly leaves 
him at times uncertain about 
many things. 

But one thing he is absolutcly 
certain about is that he is going 
to speak out honestly on all top- 
ics, within the limitation of the 
knowledge he has about special 
topics, and is going to let the 
delegates decide whether he is 
right in doing that. 

He has not asked a single dele- 
gate for his support and will not 
ask. His reasoning is that a dele- 
gate’s decision is his own re- 


sponsibility as an American citi- | 


zen. 

For example, Gen. Eisenhower, 
in his interpretation of his “no 
aieal” role, feels that he cannot 
and will net make any promises 
to any delegates in exchange for 
his support. 

He thinks that all he can do is 
to outline to the delegates the 


believes—and_ 


principles in which he believes, 
the programs he would support, 
all this while acknowledging ig- 
norance on details of some issues 
that require specialized study, and 
leave it to the delegates to form 
their opinions on whether he is 
the man to run the vast organiza- 


ment, 

He believes, for example, that 
‘if some man were to come to him 
| and say he could produce 30 dele- 
gates in exchange for a post as 
Collector of Internal. Revenue, 
and if he were to accept the 
‘proposition, that would make him 
a crook. 


Would Seek Advice. 
| But, as to following the advice 
of party leaders, the general and 
‘his top advisers feel this way: 
He is a believer in organization 
‘and co-operation and his thought 
\is that his powers as an organizer 
were pretty well demonstrated in 
the job of making 5,500,000 sol- 
diers in Europe work together, 
with all the planning it detailed. 
Thus he recognizes party lead- 
ership and responsibility — he 
thinks any candidate would be a 
fool not to do so—and he would 
seek the advice of national and 
state leaders on such points as 
patronage. 
| This comes as an answer to 
some party, critics who have said 
‘they doubt him because they don’t 


know what kind of an organiza- | 


tion he would set up. 
What about the prospects of 
restoring peace to the world, or 


at least getting America and its. 


allies into a position where it 
can face the world with certainty 
that it can take care of itself? 

He has hopes—but does not 


predict—that within the next four | 


‘years the United States can so 
‘strengthen itself and its allies 
that there will be less danger of 
war 7nd a condition can be 
reached which will permit cutting 
the budget. 
For Strong West Europe. 

He believes—and he has said 
this many times—that the crea- 
tion of a strong Western Europe 


is essential to world peace and | 
he does not agree with the isola- | 
tionists who argue that America | 


could go it alone. 

Therefore, his top advisers draw 
the inference that if he becomes 
the Republican nominee and if 
he is elected, he will emphasize 
and re-emphasize the theme that 
the United States must have allies 
and must seek to make its west- 
ern European allies self-support- 
ing and not a split-up bunch of 
little economies. 

He does not believe John Foster 
Dulles, Republican foreign policy 
leader, can draft a foreign policy

Moreover, he does not favor

His Chief Difficulty.

He believes the greatest diffi- 
culty is to make people believe 
that he is just telling the truth 
from his -heart and that he is 
willing to stand or fall on wheth- 
er they accept the fact that he 
is telling the truth. 

He is annoyed but not irritated 
by the fact that some people have 
‘tried to tab him as a conservative 

or even to the right of Senator 
| Taft on the basis of particular

He considers himself a liberal. 
He defines a livcral as one who 
‘wants to prevent the growth of 
| centralized government, who

This legislation, combined with no 
taxes on tangible personal property in 
Pittsburgh, and in other cities, points 
in the right direction. It will tend to 
greatly stimulate housing of all kinds.

Despite this, instead of doubling and re- 
doubling our efforts to fortify ourselves, 
we have’ proceeded deliberately to postpone 
the date when our strength will entitle us to 
some feeling of security in a turbulent and 
hostile environment. We have consciously 
exposed ourselves for a longer time to the 
danger of aggression.

Mr. Malik Creates an Opening 

Ever since last February the Communists 
have been nagging the negotiators at Panmun- 
jom with the charge that the U.N. has been 
waging germ warfare in Korea. It has been re- 
peated literally hundreds of times in the Soviet 
Union and its satellites. And now Russia’s Jacob 
Malik has called the U.N. Security Council for 
a round on the same subject. 

The facts are that the Communists have de- 
clined a proposal that the International Red 
Cross investigate the accusations. Instead they 
point to the findings of their “eminent jurists,” 
seasoned Communists or political converts, who 
have “confirmea” the charges. But when the 
World Health Organization offered to help alle- 
viate suffering of the alleged victims, the Reds 
calmly ignored the offer. For there were no vic- 
tims to treat. 

The obvious aim of Mr. Malik’s current tactic 
is to use the Security Council, which he will 
head this month, as a forum for furthering the 
campaign of deceit. This should fool no one in 
the free world. Almost certainly the charges will 
be shown up as the fabrications they are. And it 
may well be possible through the Voice of 
America to drive home the truth inside the Rus- 
sian orbit as well. 


The Brewster Foreign Policy 

When Senator Brewster was defeated for re- 
nomination, the Maine voters undoubtedly re- 
pudiated some of his doubtful domestic dealings. 
They may also have had in mind that the Sena- 
tor offered a foreign policy of his very own. 

He demanded close relations with the Franco 
Government while our policy was to keep the 
Spanish dictator at mere than arm’s length. 
Like Nevada's Senator McCarran, Brewster was 
friendly with Franco lobbyists, junketed off to 
Madrid and returned with vast admiration. 

He and McCarran tried to include Spain in 
Marshall plan funds two years ago. Only deter- 
mined resistance by the White House and State 
Department, and the hostility of our allies to 
Franco, led the Senate to vote down the attempt.

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Our Duty to Our Children 
A difference opinion has arisen between 
the St. Louis Board of Children’s Guardians 
and Comptroller Milton Carpenter as to the type 
of person to be appointed to the proposed new 
post of executive director of the board. 
The members of the board unanimously favor 


a professionally trained social worker. The mini- © 


mum qualifications they have set up are that 
he shall be a graduate of an accreditefl college, 
with two years of postgraduate work, and shall 
have had five years’ experience in child welfare 
work, three of them in the administrative end. 
This is in line with the recommendations made 
by the Child Welfare League of America, which 
recently conducted a study of the phases of the 
board's work: The Placing-Out Division, which 
arranges and supervises foster homes; Bellefon- 
taine Farms, correctional school for boys, and 
Meramec Hills, correctional school for girls. 

Mr. Carpenter is said to want a business man 
appointed to the post. 

As chief financial agent of the city, Mr. Car- 
penter is impressed with the need for efficient 
operation of the very considerable business of 
the board's work. The board members, and 
trained social workers along with them, believe 
it would be disastrous for a person untrained 
and inexperienced in child welfare work, how- 
ever adept in business, to undertake the job. 

Because of Mr. Carpenter’s difference of opin- 
ion with the board, appointment of an executive 
director—first in priority of 68 major recom- 
mendations made by the Child Welfare League 
—has been delayed. Meanwhile, crises continue 
to occur in the administration of Bellefontaine 
Farms, calling for appointment of a permanent 
superintendent. Yet to fill the superintendency 
of Bellefontaine Farms before appointing an 
executive director of the board would be a mis- 
take, in the opinion of John E. Dula, consultant- 
surveyor of the Child Welfare League of Ameri- 
ca, who made the study here. The first thing a 
competent man for Bellefontaine would want to 
know, before deciding whether to accept the 
job, would be the qualifications of the man he 
would be working under, Mr. Dula declares. 

The case for obtaining a professional social 
worker to administer the work of the board is 
persuasively put by Dean Benjamin E. Young- 
dahl of the George Warren Brown School of 
Social Work at Washington University. He says 
business men have done quite well as welfare 
directors in some of the states but that “it has 
taken them a number of years to learn, and at 
quit@a cost.” 

When Washington University wanted an ad- 
ministrative head, it did not choose a business 
man, though large business operations are in- 
volved, but an educator, Dean Youngdahl points 
out. As one who places a number of social work 
graduates in jobs every year, Dean Youngdahl 
says the first question they ask about agencies 
that want to employ them is whether the profes- 
sional tone is good. He doubted that the Board 
of Children’s Guardians would be able to obtain 
the quality of new professional employes it 
wants unless a professional man administers it. 

Mr. Dula says New York City’s Division 
of Dependent Children reduced its case load 
from 22,000 children to 15,000, a cut of 70 per 
cent, after replacing political appointees with 
professional workers and inaugurating other re- 
forms. 

The case for putting administration of the 
Board of Children’s Guardians into the hands of 
a trained social-agency administrator seems to 
us conclusive. 

Since the unsettled conditions at Bellefontaine 
Farms, and to some extent throughout the 
board's entire field of operations, may be ex- 
pected to continue until a settlement has been 
effected at the top, an executive director ought 
to be named as early as a competent choice can 
be made. 
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Knetzer Out Again 

The ludicrous tale of Robert L. Knetzer’s 
incarceration has taken one more supremely 
ludicrous turn with his escape from the Spring- 
field, Il., city jail. The auto-dealing swindler 
shows a remarkable talent for making his jailers 
look silly. But he could not succeed so famous- 
ly in this enterprise without some co-operation 
from the jailers. 

The turnkey who blandly delivered him to a 
fake United States marshal has been suspended 
under charges of negligence. Does the re- 
sponsibility end there? We think not. Who 
was it who decided that this demonstrably slip- 
pery prisoner, under indefinite sentence for 
contempt of the United States courts, should be 
held in a city jail instead of in some stronger 
place of safekeeping? A little of the indignation 
now being directed at the Springfield police by 
United States Attorney Howard L. Doyle might 
better have been reserved for any official who 
thought a city jail good enough to hold such an 
important prisoner as Knetzer. 
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Someone Else at Fault, Too 

James R. Wilson, Illinois state mine inspector 
at Orient No. 2 when it blew up last December 
and. killed 119 men, has been fired. for negli- 
gence. A count against him is that he used 
the word “fair” to describe conditions, but did 
not describe in detail how the conditions were 
only “fair” or what changes were in order. 

It is no defense of Inspector Wilson to ask 
why the State Department of Mines permitted 
him to use the word “fair” for so long. He 
should have been discharged. But what about 
a state agency, headed by a former official of 
the death-trap-to-be mine, Walter Eadie, which 
gambled with the lives of the miners by con- 
tinuing Wilson as a mine inspector? 
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Restraint in City Hall 

Mayor Darst has exercised commendable 
restraint in deciding not to submit at the 
August primary his $67,000,000 bond issue 
proposal for general public improvements. As 
a reminder that St. Louis cannot stand pat on 
things as they are, the Mayor’s proposal was 
most timely. But whether it was complete or 
specific enough is another question. 

The Mayor now believes that preliminary 
work on the proposal will not be completed 
until sometime next year. Formation of citizens’ 
committees under the various department heads 
to make studies of needed work is under way. 
This will mean the proposal likely will not be 
submitted until the summer of 1953, but it is

With its concern for Europe and Asia, United States has permit- 
ted indecision in its Good Neighbor policy; news from Latin 
America has been discouraging; former State Department officer 
advises us to assume new, realistic leadership:in continental affairs.

It is not necessary to be an expert on 
foreign affairs to realize that the era of 
warmth and friendliness that character- 
ized our relationship with the other Amer- 
ican republics during the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration has been coming to an end. 

The Communist threat in Europe and 
Asia, the Marshall plan and the Korean 
war all served to distract American atten- 
tion from the Western Hemisphere. Initi- 
ative gave way to indecjsion and negative 
action. 


In the past year-and-a-half news from 
Latin America has been generally discour- 
aging. In Guatemala 
it has been a story 
of Communist infil- 
tration of labor un- 
ions and a protracted 
dispute with the 
United Fruit Com- 
pany. The United 
States has been pil- 
loried as the bogey 
man of foreign im- 
perialism. 

Discussions for a 
military agreement 
with Mexico broke 
down as a result of 
Communist and na- 
tionalistic propagan- 
da. In Chile, Ecuador, Peru, Cuba and 
Brazil, where such pacts have actually 
been signed, a certain amount of popular 
opposition had to be overcome. 

Brazil has issued a decree governing the 
treatment of foreign capital; because of its 
retroactive and discriminatory character it 
has alienated American investors and seri- 
ously injured the atmosphere for capital 
investment in that country.

Power Politics Takes Over 


Bolivia has seen another government 
overthrown by a coup d'etat, some blame 
for which has been laid at the door of 
Washington. 


In Cuba a constitutionally elected gov- 
ernment has been overthrown and replaced 
by a military junta. Here again, although 
the corruption and weakness of the prior 
regime must be acknowledged, democratic 
machinery has been jettisoned and power 
politics taken its place. 


Chile’s copper strike, followed by de- 
nunciation of its accord: with the United 
States, in the opinion of many reflects 
the weakness of that government’s democ- 
racy. 

Argentina is working actively against 
the United States, despite the much de- 
bated loan extended her by the Export- 
Import Bank. The Peronista unions have 
set up an intercontinental body of their 
own called the Committee of Latin Ameri- 
can Trade Union Unity for use as a piat- 
nee from which to attack the United 
states. 


Mr. Miller’s Untiring Efforts 


The deterioration of our relationship 


with the other American republics is a 


dollars for Europe, eight hundred million 
for the Near East and Africa, one billion 
for Asia and the Pacific, yet only eighty- 
four millions for the other American re- 
publics. 

There is no real reason why Latin Amer- 
ica should expect a greater share of our 
aid, particularly since Colombia is the 
only Latin American nation to make a con- 
tribution of men to the Korean war. But 
the extent of Latin American disappoint- 
ment is a good indication of the failure 
of the United States to make our position 
clear. 

An improvement of our relations with 
the republics to the South is not an in- 
surmountable task. The initiative must 
come from this country. 


Too Many Snap Decisions 


Our policies toward Latin America must 
be formulated only after thoroughly exam- 
ining and appraising all pertinent and es- 
sential factors. Too frequent off-the-cuff 
and after-the-fact decisions create am im- 
pression of poor statesmanship and inade- 
quate understanding. 


Our policies must reflect a due degree 
of realism rather than puritanical Victori- 
anism, For instance, why should the United 
States accept the fiction that by supplying 
us with strategic raw materials, Latin 
American republics are making any spe- 
cial contribution to the Korean war effort 
for which we owe them a debt of grati- 


tude? By failing to dispel this notion we 


are partially responsible for Latin Amer- 
ica’s disappointment at its small share in 
our foreign aid, 


Policies that are adopted should reflect 
appropriate continuity rather than extreme 
and irreconcilable oscillations between im- 
practical idealism on the one hand and 
shabby opportunism on the other. The re- 
cent history of our Argentine relations is 
a good example of what should be avoided. 


Economic aid to Latin America sheuld 
be extended as a mutually reciprocal bene- 
fit desirable for both creditor and debtor. 
Improvements in the investment climate 
can be suggested by the United States as 
+ sarge precedent to the extension of 
e 


Time for Remedial Action 


Our economic aid should avoid compet- 
ing with private capital by u 
stimulating increased statism. Political 
loans: should be discontinued. They injure 
private investment, cast suspicion on our 
policies and actions, and generally end up 
in grief, e.g. the recent Export-Import 
Bank credit to bail out Argentina. 


Military aid should be restricted to 
bringing a$ many of the Latin American 
military to this country for visits as possi- 
ble, especially the younger personnel. In 
the absence any close-range threat to 
international peace, no real justification 
exists, for large scale military aid pro- 
grams, which in all too many tases would 
only serve to strengthen basically anti- 
American and despotic regimes. 


Between Book Ends 


The Quest for Vengeance 


THE LONG MEMORY, 
day and Co., 256 pgs.. 
“The Long Memory” is one of those 

books which proves a pleasant surprise to 
the reader, because it turns out to be much 
better than the reader is led to expect. 
After noting the publisher’s assertion on 
the dust jacket that the book is a “novel af 
suspense,” one approaches it anticipating 
nothing more than a standard “thriller” 
story. But, happily, “The Long Memory” is 
much more than that; it is a skillfully- 
drawn portrait of the awful frailty of hu- 
man nature. 


Howard Clewes, an English novelist and 
playwright who is better known in his own 
country than here, is a writer of great per- 
ception and compassion, who has the abili- 
ty to create characters of unusual depth 
and reality. In “The Long Memory,” he 
has written a novel which, in the hands of 
a less skillful author, might easily have 
degenerated into shallow melodrama. Mr. 
Clewes, however, has taken a basically sim- 

ple story, which cen- 
ters' around the age- 
old theme of fre- 
venge, and made of 
it an emotionally 
powerful and honest 
novel. 

“The Long Memo- 
ry” is, simply, the 
story of a man who, 
after spending seven- 
teen years in prison 
for a murder he did 
not commit, is re- 
leased, determined te 
kill the two people 
whose testimony sent 
him to jail. While 
hunting them he discovers the man whom 
he is supposed to have murdered, 
alive and thriving. But instead of killin 
all three people who caused him so m 
suffering, he decides to let them live; and 
he goes his own way, in the realization 
that vengeance he had craved would solve 
nothing and bring him no satisfaction, — 


Mr. Clewes ‘tells this story of people 
trapped by their own frailty and weakness 
with sympathetic irony. His generous view 
of human nature causes him to write in a 
refreshingly understanding manner, so that 
the reader feels sympathy. but never hatred 
or contempt, for the various persons por- 
trayed. Realizing the complexity of the 
human spirit, the author never oversimpli- 
fies his characters’ passions or motivations. 
There are no real heroes in Mr. Clewes" 
book, and no real villains, but there are a 
good many real human beings.

$10,000,000 GIVEN 
TO ART MUSEUM 
BY ROCKEFELLER

NEW YORK, June 18—A gift 
of $10,000,000 has been made by 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. to the 
Cloisters, the museum of medie- 
val European art in Manhattan, it 
was announced yesterday by the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

The gift is the largest ever 
made to the Metropolitan and was 
said to bring Rockefeller’s bene- 
factions to the Cloisters to ap- 
proximately $20,000,000. 


More than 5,000,000 persons 
have visited the Cloisters, a mo- 
nastiec structure on the northern 
tip of Manhattan island, since its 
opening in 1939. The museum 
contains many examples of medie- 
val art, including about 90 per 
cent of the cloister of the Abbey 
of Saint Michael-de-Cuxa, built in 
the twelfth century in the Pyre- 
nees mountains on the French- 
Spanish border. 

Rockefeller earmarked his be- 
quest “for the enrichment of the 
Cloisters in the broadest sense of 
the term and for the preserva- 
tion, housing and presentation of 
its collection.”

Heinz, president of H. J. Heinz 
Co., in speaking of the effects of 
the defense effort on social agen- 
cies, said: ““You can’t take 3,000,- 
000 young men out of their 
homes, put them in _ training 
camps and hold the threat of 
atom bombs over everybody’s 
head without straining the social 
fabric.” 

The one-day conference, spon- 
sored by the Social Planning 
Council, was attended by, 500 rep- 
resentatives of welfare organiza- 
tions. 

St. Louis hospitals could save 
$12,000,000 annually by cutting 
one day from the length of time 
patients stay in hospitals here, 
Graham L. Davis, director of the 
Chicago Commission on Hospital 
Care Financing, told a conference 
workshop. 

Patients stay in St. Louis hos- 
pitals an average of 13 days, two 
days below the national average, 
Davis pointed out. He charged 
the Veterans Administration 
“wastes taxpayers’ money” by

Akin to Communism. 


So the feeling is now or never, 
do or die, and anyone who 
thwarts this ‘last crusade must be, 
in the very nature of things, 
wicked and immoral. It is only a 
short step to the conviction that 
anything is justified to bring 
about the triumph of Taft anda 
righteousness. 

Here one is close to the dan- 
gerous doctrine—inherent in the 
philosophy of Communism—that 
the end is so noble that any 
means are justified in reaching 
it. This doctrine sometimes seems 
to motivate Taft and his man- 
agers, leading to a betrayal of 
standards of intellect and in- 
tegrity which the candidate 
through most of his career has 
upheld. 

Those who see him closely re- 
port that today Taft exudes a 
new confidence. He believes now 
that nothing can keep him from 
the nomination. Eisenhower's 
homecoming .and the response 
gave him concern. He tells his 
associates that the response was 
so much less than he had an- 
ticipated that he has nothing to 
worry about. 


Self-Destruction Possible. 


Humility was never one of 
Taft’s virtues, with the Taft light 
hidden under no Biblical bushel. 
But the self-confidence in this 
homestretch is of an almost 
Olympian nature. 

There is, however, one hazard 
that seems to have escaped the 
careful calculations of the Taft 


‘camp. The end-justifies-the-means 


doctrine is inherently self-de- 
structive. If the nomination is 
obtained by means of force at 
any cost, then it may be worth 
little. 

This can be projected a step 
further. As Republican candidate 
carrying the same ruthless tactic 
into the campaign, Taft could 
conceivably win the prize for 
which he has so long thirsted. 

But the presidency won at the 
cost of shattering and dividing 
the country would almost cer- 
tainly be self-destroying for the 
man who won it in that way.

Joseph onal. 61 years old, 
1822 Natalie street, East St. Louis, 
died instantly. Forest Odom, 32, 
of 730 South Twelfth street, Belle- 
ville, was still alive when dug out 
of the debris, but died on a 
stretcher as he was being carried 
to the shaft elevator. 

A section of roof weighing ap- 
proximately two tons collapsed as 
timbers were being placed to 
strengthen the supports. Inspec- 
tion had disclosed that the roof 
‘was weak in that part of the mine, 
and Homyak and another timber- 
man had been assigned to brace 
it. They had plaeed a large beam 
supported by posts across one end 
of the loose section and were pre- 
paring to brace the other end 
when the roof gave way. 

Odom and two other tracklay- 
ers were working at this point, 
it was reported. Adolph W. Rez- 
nicek, St. Clair county mine in- 
spector, told the Post-Dispatch 
that five men: working in a con- 
stricted area may have got in 
each other’s way.

The United States has a “social 
accounting system” unexcelled by

of economics at Michigan State 
College, said yesterday in a talk 
at.

Lindholm told 63 Missouri and 
Illinois high school teachers at- 
tending a three-week workshop 
on economic education that in- 
come figures should be _ inter- 
preted with care.

Cousin Marriages 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


ARRIAGES between first cousins have provided many a 
M fishwife’s tale of tragic consequences, including strange 

punishment, monster offspring, insanity and what-not. 
Most of this is pure bunk. Some of it contains grains of 
truth, but even these need to be safe-guarded by “ifs” and 
“puts.” 

A letter from Alma brought up the subject. She writes: 
“The son of my father’s sister recently moved to this city. 
I had barely heard his name in the past, but naturally wel- 
comed him, and more—he and I promptly fell in love with 
one another. But when we talk of marriage, some of our 
relatives begin to tell harrowing stories about the birth of 
feeble-minded or deaf-and-dumb children. Is there any basis 
for such stories, Dr. Popenoe?” 

x« * 

YES, THERE 1S SOME basis for such stories—but let's 
surround that statement by the qualifying “ifs” and “buts.” 
You most certainly will find defective children born to 
cousin marriages—especially in families where there is a great 
amount of inheritable defect. Note that. Many forms of de- 
fect are recessive—that is, the elements may be carried by a 
ncrmal person but they do not crop up in a child unless both 
parents carried them. Thus, two apparently normal people, 
even though unrelated, may produce a defective child. But 
with cousins, who have the same ancestry to the extent of 50 
per cent, any defective traits in the stock are likely to be 
doubled in the offspring. If these traits which they have in 
common are bad ones, the children will get a double dose 
of them. 

But—and this is important—if the traits are good ones, 
the children may also get a double dose of them—to their 
great advantage. 


ers, 
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FROM A PURELY BIOLOGICAL standpoint, the effects 
of a cousin marriage depend merely on what kind of ancestry 
the two have in common. If a careful study of three genera- 
ticns reveals no evidence of defective traits, there is ordinarily 
no reason to object to such a marriage. 

Some states (including Missouri) and some religious groups 
do not permit cousin marriages and, in any event, there are 
some other possible non-biological disadvantages. Marriage to 
a cousin may indicate that the two did not have a wide enough 
social life. Likewise, the couple does not have the full ad- 
vantage of the union of two family circles, which normally 
gives them twice as many relatives to visit, entertain and 
enjoy (and borrow money from). If they are cousins, they 
don't enlarge their joint circle by such a marriage.

IN MOST PARTS of North America, scarcely one mar- 
riage in a hundred nowadays is a cousin marriage (although 
it is quite common in parts of Europe, especially among 
royalty and the aristocratic families), People in this area 
move around more, thus getting away from their family 
circles. In addition, families are smaller so boys and girls 
don’t have so many cousins. 

To sum up the answer to your question, Alma: If two 
healthy cousins want to marry, there is no biological reason 
why they should not do so. But I hope I have made it clear

Sidney R. Baer Jr. Has Hectic Time Getting New Business Off to Fast Start

E dropped in at Fountron, 
Witte new, electronically oper- 

ated food service center at 
411 North Eighth street the other 
day and found the electric eyes 
flashing, the teleautographs trans- 
mitting, the conveyor belts glid- 
ing smoothly, and the owner, Sid- 
dey R. Baer Jr., on the verge of 
blowing a fuse. 

It was opening day for the son 
of the department store execu- 
tive who went into business so he 
could get somewhere on his own 
merits, and it was a hectic one. 
Business was blossoming like the 
petunias in the window box out- 
side the plate glass; an estimated 
1800 persons visited the restau- 
rant its first day and about half 
of them were successful in get- 
ting to one of the 44 counter 
seats. But attendant to the hustle- 
bustle in the foreground, there 
was much hubbub in the back- 
ground. Baer, a slender young 
man with a crew haircut, a con- 
servative striped necktie, and a 
hunted look, admitted he was 
learning his business from the 
ground, and sometimes the base- 
ment, up. 

“You can safely say I've got- 
ten more experience in my short 
time at this than I could in 10 
years at the department store,” he 
added. 

We were interrupted just then, 
and not for the last time, by a 
portly gentleman in a straw hat. 
He represented the employment 
agency and between him, a thin 
man who kept pointing behind 
the counter with some agitation, 
the bank messenger, a man call- 
ing to see the chef, and seven ap- 
plicants for waitress jobs, we be- 
gan seeing the reason for Baer’s 
trapped expression. 

The mechanical elements of 
Fountron were operating more 
smoothly than the human. Wait- 
resses were jotting down orders 
on a machine that looked like a 
teletype. Every now and then, a 
dish would slide into the room 
and stop of its own volition, giv- 
ing you an eerie kind of “Topper” 
feeling. 

Frank T. Hilliker, the engineer 
whose firm designed the project, 
explained the operation to us. 

“You see, the counter is divid- 
ed into four units, 11 stools to a 
unit.” he said. “Starting there at 
the back is unit number one con- 
trolled by a white electric eye. 
Number two is red, three amber, 
and four blue. (These same four 
lights, resembling a confused 
traffic signal, flash outside the 
door.)

“The waitress writes the order 
on the teleautograph, an electron- 
ically controlled pad. It transmits 
the order to the kitchen and the 
order comes down the conveyor 
belt, with a colored plastic cover 
corresponding to the color of the 
eye, and stops at the station 
where it belongs. The dishes are 
sent back on the conveyor belt, 
so the waitress never has to leave 
her station. She’s free to serve 
fountain items, pour coffee or 
soup, which are kept hot behind 
the counter. The idea is that she 
can give better service that way. 
There’s none of this, ‘She left 
and never came back’ business,” 

* 
éé HERE’S nothing new about 
T conveyor belts,” Baer 
joined in, “but ours are 
new in that tneyre washed at 
the kitchen end and pass throug’ 
ultra violet rays for sterilization.” 

So great is the aura cf sicrili- 
zation that when we discovered a 
curl of hair on the shoulder of 
our dress, we removed it hastily 
and then didn't know what. to do 
with it.

dropped it surreptitiously on 
Fighth street when we left. 


Back in the kitchen, things are 
departmentalized. One third is de- 
voted to food serving, one third 
to dishwashing (the dishwasher is 
a former secretary who wanted a 
relaxing job), and the third to 
“manufacture—or you might say 
cooking,” Hilliker explained. 

Baer, whose only brush with 
electronics came in radio school 
in the Army, got the idea for his 
restaurant last July and has been 


working on it “very intensely” for 
six months. It is the only elec- 
tronically operated restaurant in 
this vicinity, although there is one 
at Hudson’s department store in 
Detroit which has one electric 
eye. 

“But this set-up isa lot differ- 
ent,” Hilliker emphasized. “As a 
matter of fact, it’s so elaborate, 
we didn’t know whether it would 
work until it did.”

HE building space the foun- 
T tron occupies used to be a 
shoe repair shop and Baer ad- 
mits: “Every time I walked into 
it, it depressed me.” 

Problems of renovation seemed 
endless. They finally solved them 
by “literally pulling the entire 
inside out of the building,” re- 
placing everything with a shiny 
array of plastic flooring, stainless 
steel and formica, and adding 
such refining touches as wired 
music and air-conditioning. 

Murals on the wall in back of 
the counter signify different types 
of food, with such things as veg- 
etables tossing each other into a 
salad, sodas and doughnuts cavort- 
ing in high caloric glee, onions 
and cucumbers mingling their 
voices in barbershop harmony. 

Rebuilding the interior was 
only a minor problem. The major 


‘one came in hiring personnel, 


teaching them how to operate phe 
various gadgets, and in making 
eleventh hour changes. At the 
crucial moment there was a switch 
in managers. The present one 
is Mrs. George Kramer, whom 
Baer considers “a very fine food 
woman.” 

All up and down the counter, 
customers were eating peacefully, 
unaware that they were living in 
an age electronically sound but 
fraught with personnel problems. 
We were about to suggest that 
Baer solve all his difficulties by 
employing a few mechanical 
brains and robot servers behind 
the counter, but just then two 
men customers engaged in a bit 
of old-fashioned merriment with 
the waitress and the thought was 
abandoned. 

Electronics may come and go 
but nothing can replace that great

Wasted Hot Water. 


ANY domestic hot water sys- 
Mees are wasteful because 

the heater has been placed 
too far away from the bathroom 
and kitchen, This means that the 
hot water must travel through 
many feet of pipe and as it does 
it cools: down, 

One way to remedy this situa- 
tion is to reposition the heater so 
that it is rather close to the bath- 
room and kitchen and the lines 
run direct from heater to fixture. 

Covering the hot water pipes 
and the tank itself with insulation 
will also save a good deal of fuel 
each year. Most of the modern 
hot water heating equipment is 
insulated but the older storage 
tanks are not. 

Hot water lines that run up 
through exterior walls can be ex- 
tremely wasteful for the heat in 
the water is quickly absorbed by 
the cold outside air. To insulate 
these pipes with ordinary pipe 
insulation would mean removing 
the interior wall covering but if 
the wall cavity in which the pipe 
runs is filled with loose insula- 
tion you'll notice quite a differ- 
ence in your fuel bills.

West opened the club king. 
South played the hand as well 
as he could, putting up the club 
ace and taking a finesse to the 
spade queen (since he couldn't 
reasonably hope to ruff out his 
spade suit without risking the 
finesse), but the hand was un- 
manageable with so few trumps, 
and down South went. Then the 
argument started, with each 
partner accusing the other of 
overbidding. 

Well have you made your deci- 
sion, dear reader? Who was the 
guilty party? 

To my way of thinking, North 
was the culprit. It was his leap 
to four diamonds that started and 
really caused the trouble. South 
concluded, with unimpeachable 
logic, that this jump raise guar- 
anteed four-card support, at least, 
and so, even though North later 
tried to dodge the issue by bid- 
ding five clubs instead of five 
diamonds, he couldn’t wipe out 
the impression previously creat- 
ed. True, South was aggressive 
in bidding six diamonds over the 
five clubs, but aggressiveness is 
no crime at bridge. South, with 
a strong hand of his own, has the 
right to expect that he would 
have a good play for 12 tricks at 
diamonds. 

The moral is that when a play- 
er decides to jump-raise on fewer 
than four trumps, he should do 
so only as the least-of-evils, and 
he should be very sure that he 
will compensate for his trump 
shortage by putting down a 
dummy stronger in aces and 
kings than partner can expect.

NEW YORK. 

T was an honor and a pleas-

uates of Brandeis University 
in Waltham, Mass., Monday— 
the school’s first commence- 
ment. 

The President explained in 
his address that the group had 
always been seniors because 
they had never had a class 
ahead of them. Many college 
freshmen can behave foolishty, 
perhaps secure in the thought 
that they have older classmates 
with two or three years of ex- 
perience ahead of them to tone 
down any foolishness. But a 
new university and new stu- 
dents must be at senior level 
from the. start, even the 
freshman anger ‘ 


THESE STUDENTS were 
taking a gamble, too. They 
could not be sure that the uni- 
versity would be successful, nor 
that it would reach standards 
that would be acceptable in the 
academic world. It was pioneer- 
ing along certain lines, in 
searching for both a new fac- 
ulty and new students.

Much 
opportunity was to be available 
in the field of arts in this new 
university, and young people 
were attracted to it who had an 
interest in music and writing 
and drama and painting. 

The university has won its
